Dennisun nnd others arranged along at 
the left. The surgeons were sitting upon 
the side and foot-of tho -bed, holding the 
President's hands and with their watches 
observing the slow declension of the pulse. 
Such wus the solemn stillness, for thc 
space of five minutes that the ticking of 
watches eculd be heard in the room. At 
twenty-two minutes past seven his muscles 
relaxed, and the spirit of Abraham Lin- 
coln flow from its earthly tabernacle to 
that bourne from which no traveler returns. 
The countenance of tho President was 
beaming with that characteristic smilo 
which only those who have seen him in 
his happiest moments can appreciate, and 
except the blackness of his-eyes, his face 
appeared perfectly aatural. lie died with- 
out n struggle, and without even a percept- 
ible motion of tlic limbs. Calmly and 
silently the great and good man passed 
away. 


The morniag was calm and tho rain was 


dropping gently upon the roof of the hum- 
bio apartment where they laid him down 
to die.

Lincoln remained but ti short time, when 
she was a-sisted into her carriage, anil 
with her son Hubert and other friend?, she 
was driven to thc house, where but last 
evening, sbo left for the last time with her 
husband.

Capt. Robert Lincoln bears himself with 
great firmness and constantly endeavors 
to assuage the grief of his mother by tell- 
ing her tn put her trust in God and all 
would bo well. Occasionally being entire- 
ly overcame, he would retire into the hall 
an-! give vent to the most heartrending la- 
meiitations. He would recover himself 
and re-turn to his mother, and with re- 
markable self-possession, try to cheer her 
broken spirits and lighten her load of sor- 
row. 
His conduct was a most remarkable 


exhibition of calmness in the most trying 
hour that 1 have ever seen. 


Abjut a quarter of an hour before the 


rrcsidi'utdicd, his breathing became very 
hard, ami in many instances seemed to 
have entirely ceased so that tho surgeons 
who were holding his pulse supposed him 
dead. He would breath with as great dif- 
ficulty as to be heard in almost all parts of 
the house.

The grrut guns, which two years apj 


kept tiic Monitors at bay, which llamed and 
thundered a while upon Wagner, arc di.=f- 
moiiGted. 
broken, overturned, and 
are 


buried beneath the mountain of brick, 
dust, coivrete, sand and mortar.

Duponl'a attack iu April, 1863, a reinforce- 
ment of p-iLuetto logs was made on the 
harbor side and against half of the wall 
facing MonUric. The lower tier of case- 
mates was filled up with sand-bags, but 
when Gen. Gilluiure obtained possession, 
his lire began to crumble thc parapet. The
